An X-ray examination has shown that 
one of the vertebrae in the neck was 
broken all the way through at the mid- 
dle. This caused a partial paralysis, 
which indicates to the attending phy- 
sicians that the broken bone is exert- 
ing pressure on the spinal cord. Though 
similar cases have been cured, it: is 
feared that Dr. Magoon’s age will be 
against him in his struggle for life. 

Stumbles Over Carpet, 

While starting to go downstairs to 
his office on the first floor of his resi- 
dence, Dr. Magoon stumbled over a 
piece of carpet at the head of the stair- 
case and fell headlong. His wife heard 
the noise and ran to him. She found 
him lying at the foot of the stairs with 
his head doubled under his body. 

Dr. Magoon after receiving emergen- 
cy treatment was taken to the hospi- 
tal, where he is attended by his son 
and by Dr. H. M. Pierce of 44 North 
Grand avenpe. 

Neck Placed in Plaster Cast. 

Dr. Magoon’s neck has been placed 
in a plaster cast to keep it rigid, as 
the slightest movement of the broken 
bone might sever the spinal cord and 
cause instant death.

Average Increase, 88 Cents. 

The new rates proposed by the Bell 
are 75 per cent higher, in some instances 
than prevailing rates. Residence rates 
would not be increased, but there would 
be an average increase of 88 cents 4 
month on 18,260 business telephones, giv- 
ing the company an additional $157,000 in 
annual revenue, 

The biggest increase in the rates would 
be made in the unlimited service. The 
present rate for a direct line, unlimited 
service telephone, is $6.50 a month, with 
a rate of $5.60 a month for two-party 
line service. The proposed new rate 
would be $10 a month for this class of 
service, no rate being filed to cover a 
two-party line service: This increase 
in, this class of service would be about 
% per cent over the present rate for 
iwo-party line service, and approxi- 
mately 60 per cent for direct line. 

Inerease in Unlimited Service.

Would Bring $157,000. 

The $6 rate for 1800 messages would be 
increased to $6.50 a month, and the num- 
ber of messages permissible to 1920. 

The company estimates that while the 
increases would produce a revenue of 
$157,000 a year, $120,000 of this would be 
absorbed by increased wages to opera- 
tors, and appropriations for employes’ 
benefits. 2 

According to a- press dispatch from 
Jefferson City 900 St. Louis business 
men have filed a protest against the 
proposed incréase in rates. 

The new schedule recalls that in Au- 
gust, 1909, the Bell made big reductions | 
in all its rates, in competition with its 
local rival, the Kinloch Telephone Co.

An application for a supena duces 
tecum requiring Joseph A. Wright, sec- 
retary of the Board ot Bilection Com- 
missioners, to produce in Judge Kinsey's 
Court, Dec. 15, the talley sheets, poll 
books, registration books, and ballot 
toxes used in the Fifth Ward in the 
election of Noy. 5, 1912, was made 
Wednesday by Circuit Attorney Harvey 
to Judge Kinsey. 

The documentary evidence is desired 
for use in the trial of 16 elettion judges 
and clerks in that ward, who were in- 
dicted on charges of making false re- 
turns. The indictment grew out of dis- 
closures in the recount of the ballots 
in the Dyer-Gill election contest for 
Congress. 

George B. Webster, representing the 
judges and clerks, objected to the is- 
suance of the subpena, asserting that 
the Missouri Supreme Court has held 
that the ballot boxes can be opened only 
in election contests. 

Harvey pointed out to Judge Kinsey 
that the Legislature has amended the 
election laws since the Supreme Court 
decision, and that the law now provides 
that where proper precautions are taken 
in exposing the ballots to prevent it be- 
coming known how any voter has voted, 
the ballots may’ be produced in court. 
Judge Kinsey took the application un- 
der consideration.

Otto Fiala. With Bullet in Brain, 
Lies Unattended on Floor 
for Two Hours. 


Otto Fiala, who shot and killed his 
wife, Jessie, and then shot ‘himself at 
the home of his wife's mother, Mrs. 
Henry Neustaedter, in Luxemburg. St. 
Louis County, at 9 a. m. Tuesday, died 
at the city hospital at 7:30 p. m. 

After Fiala had lain for. more than 
three hours in the kitchen of the Neu- 
staedter home, Coroner Bopp of St. 
Louls Cqunty took him to the city hos- 
pital in his automobile. Bopp, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he made the 
run of nearly six miles in 18 minutes. 

Dying Man Not Treated. 

After Dr. Edward C. Beck of 9433 
South Broadway had been;called to tha 
house and pronounced Mrs. Fiala dead, 
no treatment was administered to her 
dying husband until Coroner Bopp ar- 
rived, more than two hours later. 

Fiala had shot himself in the right 
temple, the left eye and the abdomen. 
Coroner Bopp dressed the wounds and 
put. cold applications on Fiala’s head 
before removing him to the hospital. 

Fiala. had remained where he fell in 
a half-sitting posture with his back 
resting against a leg of the /kitchen 
sink. 

An autopsy showed that the bullet 
which killed Mrs. Fiala entered the 


back and penetrated the heart. 
Coroner Returns for Inquest, 


After taking Fiala to the hospital 
Dr. Bopp returned to the Neustaedter 
home and held an inquest over Mrs. 


Fiala. 
When Dr. Beck reached the Neu- 


staedter home he said that nothing could 
be done to save Fiala’s life and that 
it would be of no use to give him treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Beck Explains Attitude. 


Dr. Beck, a short time after leaving || 


the Neustaedter home Tuesday, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had de- 
clined to treat Fiala when he learned 
of the atrocious crime which Fiala had 
committed. 

Wednesday Dr. Beck said he was un- 
der the stress of great excitement when 
he talked to the reporter. I may have 
said what you quoted me as saying, but 
if I did it was on the spur of the mo- 
ment,“ he explained. “I was unusually 
excited because I nad been deeply im- 
pressed by the atrociousness of the 
crime. The newspaper publication, of 
course, did not put me in a light in 
which I would care to appear when in 
a calmer frame of mind. 

“As a surgeon my aim always has 
been to save life and not to destroy it. 
I believe there were valid professional 
reasons why I should not treat that 
man under the circumstances, 

Fiala Past Medical Aid. 

Fiala was dying and was past all 
medical aid. It was no place in which 
to perform an operation on the brain. 
I feared that if I attempted such an op- 
eration without the proper facilities [ 
would lay myself open to criticism by 
my colleagues in the profession. Such 
operations should be performed under 
the best antiseptic conditions and in a 
hospital. I did not send the man to a 
hospital because I considered that I had 
no right to do so, as the county au- 
thorities had been notified and were on 
their wdy to the house.“ 

Coroner Bopp Wednesday said that 

there possibly would have been, as he 
expressed it, “one chance in a thou- 
sand’ to save Fiala’s life if he had been 
promptly treated by stopping the loss 
of blood and administering sedatives to 
ease the shock to his nerves. 
When the first news of the shooting 
was telephoned to the county author- 
ities at Clayton it was érroneously 
stated or wrongly understood that the 
man who shot and killed his wife was 
named George Neustetter. This name 
was used in a short publication in the 
midday edition of the Post-Dispatch but 
the error was corrected in all later 
editions.

played “Romeo and Juliet” with un- 
abashed fervor and A —— tender.

Gray heads and white were plesitifal 

in the gathering, as a matter of course 

when a Shakspearean .repertoire ig the 
order of a theatrical engagement, yet 
the “frosty pows’’ were outhumbered 
by brown heads and black, yellow and 
auburn, and the, youthful faces under 

these junior .thatches glowéd with a 

fine appreciation of the greatest love 

story ever told oh the world’s stage. 

It was a comforting sight: to see, giv- 
ing one courage to believe that Adam's 
sons and Eve's daughters are not yet 
by any means completely surrendered to 
the sordidly material. appeal of lite at 
the sacrifice of the ideal and more sin- 
cerely valuable things of life’s living. 

And it was well worth while for these 
younger folk to be moved by the splen- 
did poetry of the play then in progress 
of interpretation, because the interpret- 
ing was very competent indeed and long 
to be remembered for its pure beauty 
and unextinguishable charm. - 

Mr. Sothern and Miss: Marlowe bring 
to their playing of Romeo and Juliet“ 
un ever-vernal ardor ‘which. is nothing 
less than wonderful in its seeming of 
spontaneous passion, so maivelously 
meeting the trying demands of the two 
title roles that comparatively: little 
strain is placed upon the imgination 
to overcome existing deficiencies in the 
aspect or bearing of thosé immortal 
lovers. 

The supreme test of iltusidn to this 
end is encountered in the balcony scene, 
as always has been inevitable, and 
this test was convincingly met in Tues- 
day night's performance. The Juliet of 
Miss Marlowe's realization was as gen- 
uinely love-stricken a maiden as one 
could wish to see. The Romeo then 
and there depicted by Mr. Sothern was 
as forlornly heart-smitten at the scene's 
opening and as proudly and triumph- 
antly lover-Jubilant at its close as even 
Shakspeare’s own relentless text de- 
manded. The two sweethearts ot an- 
cient Verona, the youngest and most 
utterly enamored sweethearts known in 
all the stories of ‘earth's hearing; 
seemed fairly to rush toward one an- 


other with irresistible compulston un- 


der love's ,urging. 9 

It was a splendid encompassing of the 
perhous “big moment“ of the plays 
ringing, and the storms ot applause 
with. which the Shubert Theater echoed 
und re-echoed testified eloquently to 
the audience’s appreciation of the 
achievement. This was repeated at the 
termination of that other hazardous 
Scene, the dawn-parting of the ydéing 
bride and the bridégroom in Jiiliet’s 
chamber—after which, woeftilly and in- 
exorably, the great tragedy that was so 
vitally joyous a comedy until then, de- 
scended into its especial “valley of the 
Shadow of death“ and never again was 
its earlier note of love's happy dream- 
ing sent across the footlights.

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THE MUNICIPAL LODGING HOUSE. | 
The passage of the bill creating a Municipal 
Lodging House organization, for the relief of the 
homeless during the winter months, is a step 
forward. But the appropriation of $2500, of 
which $1320 must be devoted to salaries, was 
too small if the Lodging House is to be conducted 
with due regard for sanitation and for the needs 
of its guests. 

The proposal to house the homeless in the old 
Four. Courts basement means that these unfor- 
tunates must sleep and eat in a place that is of 
necessity more or less unsanitary and depressing, 
being in the same building with the city jail and 
bull pen. If no better building can be found, the 
Lodging House Commission should make every 
effort to insure sanitation and comfort. This is 
not the best the city can or ought to do. A 
building should be found, at least before another 
winter approaches, that would be less objection- 
able. 

The object of the Municipal Lodging House 
being to take care of floating labor and give it 


due to destitution, the food supply should be 
ample and sustaining, and there should be no 
unnecessary red tape or demands for work out 
of all proportion to the aid furnished. To help 
those who need it to help themselves should be 
the guiding principle of this institution.

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THE. NEW MONROE DOCTRINE. 

Exactly 90 years to a day after James Monroe 
in a message to Congress defined the Monroe 
Doctrine, Woodrow Wilson, in an address to Con- 
gress, defined the Wilson Doctrine.

American republics from Buropean colonization.

‘JUDGE SANBORN’s POSITION. 

We agree wholly with Judge Sanborn that it 
would be improper for him to discuss in a news- 
paper questions connected with the Frisco rail- 
road that might come before him for judicial de- 
termination. 

We respectfully suggest to Judge Sanborn, how- 
ever, that it would be highly proper and wise on 
his part to take cognizance as the Judge charged 
with power and ‘esponsibility for the manage- 
ment of the Frisco under receivers appointed by 
him, of facts brought out by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, of which he says he has no 
knowledge except through ‘newspaper reports, 

The commission brought out facts showing that 
officers of the railroad profited largely by deals 
with the railroad and were members of syndicates 
which constructed and sold “branch” roads for 
the Frisco at great profit. Thomas H. West, one 
of the receivers appointed by Judge Sanborn, was 
associated with officers of the road in a highly 
profitable deal. 

Thé duty of bringing suit for restitution, if such 
a suit lies in law, rests with the receivérs under 
the direction of the Court. We submit the new 
facts in the Frisco situation to the eonsideration 
of Judge Sanborn. 
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Jeptha Howe says that those who insist on the 
equal enforcement of the law, billboard law as well 
as other, are “meddlers.” St. Louis needs more 
of that kind of meddlesomeness. 


DIRECT PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARIES. 

President Wilson’s suggestion relative to direct 
primaries under act of Congress for President is 
most interesting. It expresses the public desire 
for something better than the machinery of se- 
lection that has given us the Southern delegate, 
the unit rule, the organization-controlled conven- 
tions that have often caused President-making to 
sink to the level of a fight among bosses. 

But is the plan he proposes the best that could 
be devised in view of the mature sentiment of 
the country on the subject? Is this not a matter 
that should still be left to the states, as it has 
been since the beginning of the Government, in- 
stead of being directed by Federal law? The 
equalization of representation in Republican na- 
‘tional conventions, the abolition of the unit rule 
in Democratic convention, the direct popular 
choice of delegates to all convention will do a 
great deal toward removing present evils. 

The President’s attitude will be a powerful help 
in working for a reform of abuses in nominating 
our Presidents. But with the existing system 
perfected and made more responsive to the pop- 
ular desire, demand for the substitution of a n 
and experimental system would rapidly diminish.
